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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed June 27, 2003 has not been entered into the application for 
the reasons stated on the attached PTO-303 and because it does not comply with the 
guidelines set forth for revised amendment practices. Please find attached a guide for 
submitting amendments in the revised format. 

The examiner has reviewed the amendment for content and has found the 
following problems with the claims: 

In claim 1, there is no antecedent support within the claim for "said material". 

In claim 4, the transition language should read - consists essentially of --. 

Claims 7 and 8 are incomplete. 

There is no support in the specification for Section 29 of the CFR. This limitation 
appears in claim 13. 

Claim 24 is a new claim and therefore does not need to be marked up. Also, 
since polyvinyl alcohol and the wax are essential components of the invention, the 
proportions for these components should be set forth as positive ranges. The language 
"or less" implies that the component does not have to be present in the composition. 
Also, there does not appear to be any support in the specification for "40% or less of 
neutralized fatty acid." 

In claim 25, the transition language should read - consisting essentially of --. 

Claim 26 appears to be new matter.
